SECRETARY OLNEY ON THE CASE 
. OF LOUIS STERN, 


He Tells Baron Thielman, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, that the Legal 
Proceedings Against the Ameri- 
can Were Undeservedly Onerous.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Some high- 
ly-spiced co ndence passed last 
summer between Secretary Olney and 
the German Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, Baron Thielman, growing out of 
the harsh treatment accordeda New 
York business man, Louis Stern, by. 
the Bavarian authorities, and, while the 
case was not of great importance, it 
seemed for a time to put a strain be- 
tween the relations all around. As was 
shown at the time, Mr. Stern was at 
Kissingen and resented what he re- 
garded as an insolence exhibited by a 
petty officer of the Kissingen baths, 
and was arrested therefor, sentenced 
ta two weeks’ imprisonment and fined 


marks. 
Mr, Olney received the following note 
from the Ambassador, dated Lenox, 


Mass., October 1, last: 

Mr. Secretary of State: I have the 
honor to respectfully acknowledge the 
receipt of your note, No. 42, which is in 
regard to the case of the American cit-’ 
izen, Louis Stern, at Kissingen. In re- 
ply to the views contained in your note, 
I hasten to state that I reject, as en- 
tirely unjustified, Your Excelllency's 
criticisms of the justice in the Stern 
case at Kissingen. Especially must I 
decline to see the administration of jus- 
tice within a State of the German fed- 
eral union, and the right of pardon 
which belongs to the Princes of Ger- 
man federal union, discussed in this way 
and treated in the form of a diplomatic 
claim. So far as the United States gov- 
ernment desires to approach the gov- 
ernment of. His ajesty, the German 
Emperor, in this matter, touching one 
of its citizens, it must be left to it 
(United States government) to make 


Said Secretary Olney in reply: “It 
only remains to ‘notice the suggestion, 
expressed with quite unnecessary curt- 
ness, that a diplomatic claim was in- 
volved, which, therefore, should have 
been presented to the imperial govern- 
ment of Germany through the United 
States Ambassador at erlin. This 
proposition will not bear examination 
unless, indeed, as is wholly improbable, 
the powers of the representative of the 
government at this capital are subject 
to unknown limitations.“

man Ambassador, formally stating the 
Imperial vernment receives com- 
plaints and suggestions from friendly 
governments only when they are pre- 
sented by the diplomatic representa-.

At the conclusion of the reading, 
Frank Short of Fresno proceeded with 
the introduction.of -his anti-funding 
bill resolution as an amendment. to the 
pletform to undo all the hard work 
done by Steve Gage in the interest of 
„Uncle Collis,” and to rattle the pro- 
gramme like a week's washing in a 
gale of wind. Mr. Short’s resolution 
was adrottly worded, advanced with 
discretion, and adopted with such a

Judge Spen- 
cer of Lassen resented Mr. Knight's al- 
lusions to rusty blades, but the conven- 
tion did not heed him, and the substi- 
tute was adopted with a roar of ayes 
‘which fluttered the canopled colors 
overhead.

WOMEN WILL STAY IN, 


DECISION REACHED 
THE CONFERENCE DELEGATES. 


Long Discussion Indulged in by the 
Committee on Eligibility Behind 
Locked Doors—Two Reports Will 
Be Presented. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CLEVELAND (O.) May 6.—The wo- 
man question in the Methodist Episco- 
pal General Conference seems irrepressi- 
ble. Today a resolution which provided 
changes in the constitution of the Ep- 
worth League, so that women might 
become trustees, was made the ofder 
of business a week from today. Bishop 
Warren presided. It was decided to 
elect a bishop and other officers on 
May 18. 

Resolutions to increase the amount 
of the fund for the relief of worn-out 
ministers and widows and children of 
deceased ministers by having the 
churches appealed to, was adopted. This 
waa followed by a resolution, the pre- 
amble of which said Rev. Dr. Morris, 
fraternal delegate to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in an address 
to the conference, recommended that 
a commission, consisting of three 
bishops, three ministers and three lay- 
men, to act with a similar commission 
already appointed by the Methodist 
Church, South, looking toward a con- 
federation of the two churches, should 
be appointed. 

Rev. Daniel Stevenson of Kentucky 
presented a substitute which provided 
for a commission of eight ministers, 
seven laymen and one business man to 
meet a similar committee from. the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. If 
the committee from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, is not em- 
powered to conduct such negotiations, 
the general conference is requested to 
confer such power on them. Nothing 
agreed upon by these committees is to 
be binding until reported to, and ap- 
proved by the respective general 
conferences in 1900. Both papers were 
referred to the Committee on State of 
the Church. 

Dr. Kelly presented resolutions depre- 
cating the lack of courtesy extended to 
Dr. Moore as a fraternal delegate from 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and conveying humble regret’ and apol- 
ogies. Dr. Buckley amended, by invit- 
ing him to visit the conference again, 
and the resolution was . unanimously 
adopted. Rev. Dr. D. H’ Moore of Cin- 
cinnati opened the debate on the wo- 
man question. A

The majority re- 
port, which will be signed by twenty- 
five members of the committee, in- 
cluding Dr. Buckley, editor of the New 
York Christian Advocate,, will recom- 
mend thatthe women delegtes be per- 
mitted to occupy their seats, and par- 
ticipate in the proceedings, and that 
the question of admitting women to fu- 
ture conferences be referred to the an- 
nual conferences for discussion within 
the coming year. 

The minority report will be signed 
by Dr. T. B. Neeley of Philadelphia, 
Dr. Rothweller, Dr. Graaw and one 
other whose name could not be learned 
tonight, and will insist that the women 
are not eligible to seats.

DERBY WINNER. 


Ben Eder Mis-handled 
by a Boy. 


Hot Race Over a Short Course at 
Churchill Downs. 


A Tremendous Crowd Witnesses 
the Exciting Finish. 


Ormonde’s Colt Orestes Beaten by a 
Hobart Youngster—Boston Cap- 
tures a Big Goose-Egg—Base- 
ball—Kennel Club Show.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) May 6.—To 
Willie Sims, rather than Ben Brush, 
belongs the credit of victory in the 
twenty-second Kentucky Derby. The 
great son of Bramble was not fit for 
a brushing race, such as he had this 
afternoon, but under the care and guid- 
ance of Sims, he landed the coveted 
prize and the first Kentucky Derby 
ever run at the shortened distance of 
one mile and a quarter. All the honor 
and the $5000 which went to Ben Brush 
properly belonged to Ben Eder, and 
had it not been for the stable boy who 
essayed to pilot the son of Fonso, there 
would have been several lengths of 
daylight between Ben Brush and Ben 
Eder, which should have showed the 
way under the wire. 

Never before in the history of Church- 
ill Downs was such a throng seen. For 
the first time in the history of the 
course there was no free field, but in 
the stand, in the betting ring and on 
the lawn it was one solid mass of hu- 
manity. Every place of vantage was 
occupied, and even then there were 
hundreds who only t a glimpse of 
the bright-colored packets as the crack 
three-year-olds of the country raced 
for the glories of the Kentucky Derby. 
The Retting-ring was one immovable 
m people. From one end to the 
other men were crowded, jostied and 
fairly fought, their way through the 
throng to the man on the block. But 
every one of the nineteen bookies had 
more than they could do to accommo- 
date the people, and when the flag fin- 
ally went down, thousands of uplifted 
hands were still waving greenbacks 
their futile efforts to place them.” 

Aside from Ben Brush, probably the 
heaviest play was made on Ben Eder, 
for he opened at 10, and when the 
books were finally closed, he had been 
backed down to half.

CONSPIRACY. 
More Evidence Against 
the British. 


The Chartered Company’s Part 
Was Extensive. 


President Krueger Sympathizes 
with Joey. 


Rhodes and Beit Offer to Resign, 
bat They Will not Be Allowed 
to Do So—Reformers to Get 
Of Lightly. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, May 7.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Daily Telegraph has a dis- 
patch from Cape Town which indi- 
cates that the conspiracy to overthrow 
the Transvaal had a still wider ramifica- 
tion. The dispatch says: 

“It is stated that all of the tele- 
grams from the Chartered South Africa 
Company in Cape Town bore the stamp 
of the company’s service. From copies 
of the letters which the Transvaal ob- 
tained from Dr. Jameson upon his cap- 
ture, it seems that orders had been 
given to prepare everything in Mata- 
beleland for an invasion of the Trans- 
vaal. 

A dispatch from Pretoria se ys: 
“President Krueger keenly sympathizes 
with Mr. Chamberlain’s dilmma, and is 
also convinced he was quite unaware 
of the intrigue going on. The Executive 
Council's decision in regard to the sen- 
tences of the reformers is delayed by 
the stubborn objections of Gen. Gou- 
bert, commander-in-chief of the Trane 
vaal forces and a member of the Execu- 
tive Council, that there should be 
unanimous opinion upon the sentences.“ 

NEW YORK, May 6—The Herald 
this morning says that, a couple of 
weeks ago, Fletcher Webster Jewell of 
Johannesburg, South Africa, arrived in 
New York with his wife. Mr. and Mrs. 
Jewell have been some years in South 


| Africa, and are Americans. Jewell has 


made a great deal of money out there 
in the mines. He was in the midst of 
the fight in consequence of Jameson's 
raid, and is a close friend of John Hays 
Hammond, who is now a prisoner, and 
on Saturday will sail for South Africa 
with a petition signed by members of 
Congress for the pardon of Hammond. 

Jewell was the only Uitlander on the 
side of the Boers. He was present at 
a meeting in the Gold Fields bullding, 
in Johannesburg, when the trouble be- 
came serious.

Not 
getting an answer, he refused to have

“Englishmen and Americans had 
nothing to complain of,“ said Jewell, 
“for every man of them had plenty of 
money out there, which proves that the 
Boer government was not tyrannical. 
The Beers and natives all like Ameri- 
cans and dislike Englishmen. Ameri- 
cans are on the very best of terms with 
the Boers, who have great regard for 
this country. The pass which I got to 
go through the Boer lines I have pre- 
served as historical.“ 

RHODES AND BEIT RESIGN. 

LONDON, May 6.—The report that 
Cecil Rhodes and Alfred Beit resigned 
as directors of the British Chartered 
South African Company, is confirmed. 

KRUEGER’S CLEMENCY. 

JOHANNESBURG, May 6.--The Stan- 
dard and Diggers News says it has 
authority to state that the sentences 
of the so-called reformers will be re- 
duced to a small fine and imprisonment.

WILL NOT ACCEPT EM. 

LONDON, May 6.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette is informed that the British Char- 
tered South Africa Company has de- 
cided not to accept the resignations of 
Cecil Rhodes and Alfred Beit. 

RHODES WAS READY. 

NEW YORK, May 6.—A special to 
the World from London says that the 
British government still maintains 
a rigid silence concerning its action in 
regard to Cecil Rhodes in event of the 
disclosure of the cipher telegrams, but 
the facts of Rhodes’s position have 
been ascertained. Before leaving Eng- 
land for Buluwayo, Rhodes, in antici- 
pation of the revelation of the cipher 
dispatches, which he knew had fallen 
into the hands of the Boers, left his 
resignation as managing director of the 
Chartered Company with Hawkesley, 
the company’s lawyer, to be used at 
his discretion. Rhodes also left instruc- 
tions that if his continuance as a mem- 
ber of the Queen’s Privy Council, a 
purely nominal distinction, were 
deemed inadvisable, his name should 
be struck from the list. 

Hawkesley has now communicated 
these facts to Chamberlain, and the 
Cabinet will decide tomorrow whether 
to accept Rhodes’s resignation or not, 
for, strange to say, despite the recent 
revelations, there is a strong party, 
both in the government and among its 
supporters, totally averse to adopting 
any hostile action toward Rhodes. 

The World’s correspondent hears also 
that President Krueger has in his pos- 
session altogether fifty-four incriminat- 
ing telegrams, of which he has so far 
published only about a dogen. Many

SENATE AND HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, May 6—The final 
vote on the resolution for an investiga- 
tion of recent bond issues will be taken 
in the Senate at 4 o’clock tomorrow. 
An agreement to this effect Was 
reached late today. after several test 
votes had been taken, which clearly 
disclosed the sentiment of the Senate 
on the resolutions. The first vote taken 
was on the motion of Senator Sherman 
to refer the resolutions to the Finance 
Committee. This was defeated; yeas, 
17; nays, 35. An amendment dy na- 
tor Lodge was then adopted, providing 
that the investigation should be con- 
ducted by the regular Finance Com- 
mittee instead of a special cémmittee, 
as at first proposed. Another anaend- 
ment by Senator Vilas, providing for 
modifications in the resolution, was 
voted down, the affirmative vote being 
only 7. After these tests, the agree- 
ment was reached for a final vote, when 
the resolution undoubtedly will pars. 

The voting came after Senator Hill 
had added another lively installment to 
his speech, including a sharp criticism 
of Benator Pettigrew and a personal 
exchange with Senator Wolcott, when 
the latter tried to call Senator Hill t 
order. 

INCREASED PENSIONS. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The House 
Committee on Pensions today ordered 
a favorable report on the bill introduced 
by Representative Stallings to increase 
the pension of the veterans of the Mex- 
ican and Indian wars and their widows 
from $8 to $12 a month. 

CIVIL SERVICE EXTENSION. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The long- 
expected order of the President includ- 
ing in the civil service most offices now 
remaining outside the classified service 
was issued this afternoon. The order 
will include about thirty thousand ad- 
ditional government employés. Prac- 
tically the only persons left outside the 
civil. service will be assistant secreta- 
ries and heads of bureaus and a few 
private secretaries and laborers, ‘The 
order is to take effect immediately.

THE HAWAII-JAPAN CABLE. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to- 
day agreed to a compromise bill for a 
cable to Hawaii and Japan. The bill 
authorizes the Postmaster-General to 
enter into a contract on behalf of the 
United States with any company which 
may lay a cable to pay a subsidy not 
exceeding $160,000 a year. The bill has 
the support of Senator Morgan, and 
all Republican members of the com- 
mittee. Senators Gray, Turpie, Daniel 
and Millis, Democrats, opposed the 
bill. * 
Senator Frye reported the action of 
the committee to the Senate, and, in 
the accompanying report, says that a 
cable to Hawali is demanded by the 
exigencies of commerce. He recites the 
fact that while other nations have been 
acquiring islands in the Pacific. 
Hawall, by common consent, has been 
left to the United States. Reference 
is also made to the importance of Pearl 
Harbor, and the necessity of having 
telegraphic communication with the 
islands in case of war, to handle the 
Pacific fleet. It is also said that this 
is a favorable opportunity to secure 
telegraphic communication not only 
with Hawali, but also with Japan, 
whose system connects with other coun- 
tries of the Orient. 

“This,” says the report, “is brought 
within reach upon terms that relieve 
the United States from the cost and 
risk of maintenance, as well as from 
the aspects of commercial venture. The 
price is limited for private messages 
to Japan to almost one-third of what 
is now charged, while communication 
with Hawaii is provided ot 10 cents 
per word more than the price which 
competition has established for mes- 
sages crossing the Atlantic.” 

This opportunity. the committee 
credits to Col Spaulding’s Hawaiian con- 
cession. The report dwells upon both 
the economic and strategic importance 
of the cable. Referring to the latter 
point, it savs: 

“The extent to which the interests of 
the nation as such are involved, may be 
seen by the fact that every telegraphic 
cable now crossing the Atlantic from 
North America has its starting point 
in Nova Scotia. In the event of any 
severance of peaceful relations with 
Great Britain communication by that 
channel would, of course, be immedi- 
ately, and, as it were, automatically, 
closed and we would be dependent for 
telegraphic communication on cables

A LESSON FROM THE SAN.JOAQUIN 
VALLEY. 


Once more the strange spectacle is 
witnessed in California of wagon teams 
successfully competing with a big rail- 
road over a long stretch of territory. 
The San Francisco papers announce 
that a large 
reached that city from the southern 
portion of Fresno county, a distance 
of nearly two hundred miles, being 
hauled by two six-horse teams. The 
freight was eight days on the road, in 
spite of which it is estimated that 
the saving over the freight rates of 
the railroad company amounts to at 
least 25 per cent. The wool arrived 
in first-class condition, although the 
weather had been rainy. 

There is an argument in such a fact 
as this which no amount of talk on 
the part of railroad hirelings can over- 
come. They may say as much as they 
like about the rates of the company 
being reasonable, and characterize 
every statement to the contrary as 
demagogy, but the fact remains that 
freight is hauled by team 200 miles in 
competition with the Southern Pacific 
road at a large saving in cost, and it 
certainly cannot be claimed with 
reason that rates which permit of such 
successful competition are reasonable. 
It is no wonder that the merchants of 
San Francisco have at length been 
induced to construct a competing line 
into the San Joaquin Valley, which 
unfortunate section has suffered more 
than any other part of California from 
the rapacity of this railroad company, 
the southern part of the valley being 
entirely at its mercy. The opening 
of the new line of railway should lead 
to a great increase of population in 
the country between the Sacramento 
River and the Tehachepi Pass. 

Meantime, is it reasonable to ask the 
intelligent people of Los Angeles to 
entrust the commercial future of their 
city to the tender mercies of a corpora- 
tion which im these days of steam and 
electricity forces the people 6f sections 
in which it holds sway to resort to 
the old-fashioned expedient of team- 
ing? A company which follows such 
tactics as this would be anxious to 
encourage competing railways to enter 
and make use of the government har- 
bor at Santa Monica should Congress 
build one there for the Southern Pa- 
cific. Perhaps! 

The tyrannical action of the Southern 
Pacific Company in the San Joaquin 
Valley and in San Francisco, should 
be a warning to our citizens of what 
they may expect should they permit 


the approaches to Los Angeles by land 
and by sea. 


CAUSTIC COMMENT. 


The subserviency of certain Sena- 
tors and Representatives to Collis P. 
Huntington is made the subject of 
scathing comment by some of the lead- 
ing newspapers of the country. The St. 
Louis Republic says: Huntington's 
$3,000,000 harbor steal is enough to 
make St. Louis business men An- 
archists. That such a shameless robbery 
could be reported favorably by the 
majority of a Senate committee, when 
the utmost effort is necessary to secure 
a niggardly appropriation for the Mis- 
sissippi channel, is one of the things 
which start the rivets of faith in rep-

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch has the 
following: . 

“Senator Morgan’s scathing arraign- 
ment of Collis P, Huntington for cor- 
ruptly juggling the stockholders‘ of the 
Central Pacific railroad out of the earn- 
4ngs and profits of that property for 
years and brazenly asking the remission 
of the millions of debt which that com- 
pany owes the national government, 
and of which he and the railroad harp es 
associated with him have been the sole 
beneficiaries, is the most scandalous 
disclosure that has occurred since the 
Credit Mobilier, whisky ring and 
De Golyer pavement jobs were ex- 
posed. . . On top of its approval 
of the gigantic robbery denounced by 
Senator Morgan, Congress is preparing 
to vote this same Huntington $3,000,000 
for Santa Monica Harbor. This im- 
provement is solely for the benefit of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad and will 
still further fasten the clutches of this 
colossal monopoly upon the transcon- 
tinental commerce of the country. It 
is a scandalous steal and should be de- 
feated.” 

The projected Santa Monica steal is 
assuming the proportions of a national 
scandal. Wherever the inside faqts are 
known there is deep public indignation 
because of the influence which Hun- 
tington exerts over Setiators and Rep- 
sentatives.

The Illinois Convention a Magnifi- 
cent Testimonial to McKinley.

(Washington special to Chicago Times- 
Herald) Illinois hag settled the con- 
e and made Maj, McKinley Presi- 

ent.” 

This was the general verdict in Wash- 
ington when news was received of the 
action of the Republican State Conven- 
tion at Springfield. It was the dinner 
hour here when the information came, 
but in an incredibly short time the 
news was circulated all over the city, 
causing much excitement. Not for 
many years has a State convention at- 
tracted so much attention at the na- 
tional capital. The interest in IIII- 
nois’s verdict has been intense, caused 
in part by the boasts of the anti-Mc- 
Kinley managers that they were go- 
ing to prevent instructions for the 
Ohioan at Springfield, and that this 
action would stem the tide which has 
been sweeping over the country, and 
in the end prevent the nomination of 
the Ohio man at St. Louis. 

For two days the belief has been 
current here that the anti-McKinley 
forces in Illinois would win their fight. 
In Washington there is always tre- 
mendous respect for the skill of poli- 
ticlans and generally very little confi- 
dence in public opinion. At this capi- 
tal it has always been impossible to 
make public men and observers realize 
the force of any great movement 
among the people, the first question 
being asked here relating to the atti- 
tude of the machine leaders and 
to the desires of the masses of the 
people. 
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Scene at Springfield. 


ventliong The roll-call proceeded, but 
when it reached the country districts 
again the McKinley tide returned and 
it was soon apparent that it would 
sweep the convention, The McKinley 
enthusiasm was great, and at the close 
of the roll-call and before the vote was 
announced, Senator Fuller appeared 
again on the platform. He withdre 
Mr. Madden's amendment, by permis- 
sion of that gentleman, and then 
ovgu to adopt unanimously the am nd- 
t of Mr. Bethea to substitute the 
name of McKinley for that of Cullom.

grander cheer than ever before, for 
there was no division in it, and Mo- 
Kinley was the untvereal choice of IIli- 
nois for President. The flags were waved 
again, hats were thrown in the air, 
and the delegates went wild in their 
enthusiasm over the name of the Ohio 


Foraker Denies It. 

New York Tribune) The talk of 
politicians for some days has indi- 
cated that the opponents of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley realize their inability to defeat 
him as matters now stand, and that 
a move“ must be made outside of the 
men who are now looked upon as com- 
posing the fleld. What this plav is to 
be was one of the questions discussed. 
Some believed that an attempt would 
be made to unite on Gen. rrison, as 
the only man likely to call about him 
sufficient strength to prevent the nomi- 
nation of McKinley at an early stage in 
the convention proceedings, and bring 
about a deadlock. Such a determina- 
tion, it was admitted, must be almost 
as bitter a dose for Messrs. Platt, 
Quay, Clarkson and others of the note:

Senator-elect Foraker, who was sup- 
posed to sympathize with the plans of 
the “combine,” was quoted yesterday 
as saying that Gen. Harrison had ac 
quired political wisdom with age, and 
that Harrisor. ‘vas the logical candi- 
date of the anti-McFinley men.

Foraker, however, promptly denied that

McKinley in Tilinots. 


(Kansas City Star:) It cannot be de- 
nied that the indorsement of McKinley 
by the Illinois convention adds greatly 
to the strength of the Ohio candidate 
for President. It is reported that Matt 
Quay concedes that it insures McKin- 
ley’s nomination, but that story is prob- 
ably without foundation, unless the 
Pennsylvania politician has made some 
deal with the McKinley managers. It is 
trué that the instructions for McKinley 
would have stood as a more accurate 
test of his strength if he had been op- 
posed by a more able and popular man 
than Cullom. The latter has been in 

ublic life in Illinois for many years 
as Governor of the State and as a mem- 
ber of the United States Senate. His 
career has been without notable 
achievements, and the people have 
grown somewhat weary of him. They 
have honored him abundantly, and he 
has not brought distinetion to the 
State. He has no claims to the Pres- 
idential nomination, and his candidacy 
created no enthusiasm. These circum- 
stances modify in a degree the nifi- 
cance of McKinley’s victory, but all the 
same it puts him still further ahead 
in the race’, and eliminates one element 
of opposition on which the combination 
against him could have relied had Cul- 
lom been successful.

EDWARDS P. CARNICLE LOOKED UP 
IN JAIL LAST EVENING. 


He Will Be Tried for Complicity in 
the Time-check Business ~ The 
Architect Denies All Criminal 
Connection with the Case. 


The expected important new devel- 
opment in the fictitious time-check 
scandal has materialized. Edward P. 
Carnicle, the architect of the Newell 
& Gammon Block, was arrested yes- 
terday on three charges of felony. “ 

Ever since the arrest of Carpenter, 
Mitchell and Hamm, it has been com- 
mon talk that there was another man, 
or perhaps more, in the background, 
who was fully as much implicated in 
the swindle as the three conspirators 
already in jail. Deputy District At- 
torney Willis has been working on 
this idea, and yesterday he issued three 
complaints against E. P. Carnicle, the 
architect, under. the statute which 
makes it a felony to either make or 
have in one’s possession with intent 
to defraud, fictitious checks, time- 
checks and the like. The three ficti- 
tious time-checks with which he is 
specifically accused of a ilty conec- 
tion, are made out to 8. olistine for 
$49.50, G. Mason for $12.37 and Alex 
Ferris for $49.50 Three new complaints 
have been sworn out against Carpen- 
ter and Hamm and one new one against 
Mitchell. 

In the case of the eleven fraudulent 
time-checks which were discounted by 
Smith, Mr. Willis yesterday said: “Car- 
penter is the maker. Hamm took them 
to Smith and Carnicle afterward as- 
sured the broker that they were all 
right. Carnicle received some of the 
money for those time-checks, received 
it in the presence of witnesses. The 
laws provide that a man who aids in 
the commission of a felony by some 
other man is himself guilty of a felony. 

“We could make twenty different 
charges against these men on each of 
the fraudulent time-checks—conspiracy 
to defraud, obtaining money under false 
pretenses, rorgery, having and 
passing fictitious checks, etc.” 

If all the twenty were pushed, in 
event of conviction, the conspirators 
would stand a good chance of spending 
8 hundred years in the peniten- 


ary. 

After his arrest, Carnicle was seen 
in his cell at the Police Station by a 
Times reporter. 

“None of the money ever passed 
through my hands or through iny of- 
fice,” said he. “I asked the office boy 
about it this morning, and he raid ro 
money or envelopes had been left 


there. These time-checks were all 
signed the contractor of the build- 
ing, F. Strange, and all I know 


about them is that the signatures of 
Strange were genuine. Most emphati- 
cally I did not receive any money, a 

— nothing about any bogus tim 
ecks 


8. P. Creasinger, a broker whose of- 
fice is on South Broadway, has been 
discounting time-checks for labor on 
the Newell & Gammon block for some 
weeks. 
When this business of paying off 
the men by time-checks began,” he said 
yesterday to a Times reporter, “the 
workmen went to Veazie, Newell's 
son-in-law, to have their time-checks 
discounted. men began to talk. 
They declared that Newell was prac- 
ticing this plan merely to get out of 
paying them full wages. and that it 
| was Newell’s money that Veazie was 
handling. This made Newell mad, and 
Veazie stopped discounting time- 
checks and Newell & Gammon refused 
to pay when they were presented. 
“The boys came to me and 1 dis- 
counted their time-checks at a liberal 
rate. I had been around the building 
and I knew all the workmen, or nearly 
all of them. So when Hamm came to 
me one day with the eleven fictitious 
time-checks he afterwards passed on 
Smith, I refused to discount them. 
“At present I have about $1200 worth 
of these Newell & Gammon Block time- 
checks in my possession. Newell has 
refused to pay them. I offered to take 
9 cents on the dollar, 80 cents, and 
finally 60, if the material men would 
make the ame terms with him, in or- 
der to avoid the bother and expense of 
litigation. But the matter could not be 


arranged. As Newell has forced me 
into a fight, I will spare no efforts to 
win. At considerable expense I have 


had the men hunted up for whom I 
discounted checks and have had them 
swear to mechanic’s liens. I have foun 
all the workmen except a very fe 
who brought checks to me for half a 
day’s labor or a day’s labor. T 
are so small in amount that it would 
cost more to hunt the men up 
have them swear to a lien than the 
ace e of their time-checks. 

„ didn’t discount a single fictitious 
check. I knew all the workmen so well 
and was so careful about the business 
that I could not be deceived.” 

The claim has been made that only 
eleven fictitious me-checks were 
passed altogether. is Mr. Willis dis- 
believes.

GEN. JOHN MANSFIELD. 


Death of a Prominent Citizen of Los 
‘Angeles. „ 

Gen. John Mansfield died suddenly at 
his home No. 401 Hill street, at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning, from apo- 
plexy. He complained of not feeling 
well about ten days ago, but was not 
too fll to be out of bed every day. He 
retired as usual Tuesday night, and 
arose shortly before 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning. He had evidently deen 
stricken while in the act of dressing, 
as he was found by members of his 
family, lying on his bed, partially 
dressed. When found he was uncon- 
scious, in which condition he remained 
until his death. 

His attending physician was hastily 
summoned, but when he arrived the 
general was dead. 

Gen. Mansfield was born at Mendon, 
N. T. in August, 1822. He fought val- 
hantly in the late war, and was colonel 
of a regiment, which before his com- 
mand of it had lost more mén than any 
other régiment in the service. Twice 
he was wounded severely, and on the 
last occasion so badly that he was left 
on the field for dead. f 

Coming to California in 1870, he be- 
came editor of the Morning Republican, 
and later was a member of the State 
Constitutional Convention. Under the 
Constitution adopted by the conven- 
tion, he was ejected First Lieutenant- 
Governor under Gov. Perkins. 

After the expiration of his term of 
office he practiced law in this city, and 
has for many years been one of the 
directors of the State Normal School.

THE GOLD BOOM. There is at 


A. present a boom in gold mining all 


over the world. The consequence is 
that the production of gold has enorm- 
ously increased, so much so that at 
the present. rate of progress within a 
few years the amount of gold that ex- 
isted in the world before the beginning 
of this mining boom will have been 
doubled. 

Some papers are beginning to specu- 
late in regard to the influence which 
this great increase in the world’s stock 
of gold may have in the value of the 
metal and on the financial situation in 
general. The Times has on several 
occasions during the past year called 
attention to the fact that the enormous 
increase in the supply of gold must 
necessarily before long have some ef- 
fect on its relative value to silver, 
especially as the low price of the white 
metal has of late discouraged its de- 
velopment, just as it has stimulated the 
search for gold. As The Times has 
previously remarked, this is a case 
which it may be found that the disease 
will cure itelf. The low price of silver 
causes a decrease in production of that 
metal and an increase in the produc- 
tion of gold, which again increases 
the value of silver. 

If we go on at this rate much longer, 
and the financial tinkers will leave leg- 
islation alone for a few years, it may 
be that the gold producers will be ask- 
ing for protection and referring to the 
silver men, as “bloated monopolists“ 
and so forth. As in the case of the hu- 
man body, so in the body politic it 
often happens that unnatural condi-

COMMERCIAL. 

BAD BUSINESS. Referring to the 
failure of a retail grocery establishment 
in Los Angeles the Commercial Bulletin 
recently had the following sensible re- 
marks: 

“A recent business failure in this city 
and what came of it, cannot but cause 
all thoughtful persons to ask, ‘Is it a 


was the largest recorded here for some 
time, and was one of peculiar circum- 
stances, if we are correctly informed, 
and our information comes from one of 
the creditors, who is supposed to know. 
The failure was of a house doing a ‘cash 
business,’ or generally understood to 
be doing so. It was probably doing 
nearly a cash business. A cash busi- 
ness means that a man is taking in dol- 
lar for dollar on his goods, with ex- 
penses and a profit margin added. If 
that is not the case, then there was 
something radically wrong in the way 
of conducting the business. If the busi- 
ness was done on this proper basis, how 
did it fail? For a cash store, or one run 
nearly on a cash basis, to fail there 
must have been cutting done to a de- 
gree utterly unjustifiable, or this busi- 
ness must have been extravagantly 
conducted in itself, or the habits of the 
proprietor must have been extravagant. 
or some one must have stolen. In y 
of these cases the person conducting 
the business did not know how or did 
not attend to it. The failure was a 
bad one, $8000 involved and only $3000 in 


assets. 

“If the business was done on anything 
near a cash basis where did the money 
go? Suppose it was a case of very close 
competition, that the merchant was 
economical in his personal habits, in 
his methods of doing business, and that 
all his employés were honest, which we. 
believe to have been the facts In the 
case. If, then, these losses were the re- 
sult of close competition, selling goods 
below a reasonable price to cover first 
cost, with cost of handling and a fair 
profit added, then the proprietor, if he 
lived off of the business, was living at 
the expense of his creditors. 

“But there is another point of view to 
take of this matter, that is, the relation 
it bears to other merchants doing busi- 
ness in competition with the one who 
failed. Here is one man out of several 
hundred. The nine hundred and ninety- 
nine try to do business in an absolutely 
fair way to all concerned, to themselves, 
to their customers and to their credit- 
ors. They intend to make an honest liv- 
ing for themselves and to pay dollar for 
dollar for all they buy. Now, if a fail- 
ure like the one in qfestion is permit- 
ted, how are the others going to do their 
business on an honest and conservative 


„The fact of the matter is, our mer- 
chants are far too lenient. It is a 
natured tradition of the State. It isa 
lingering relic of pioneer days. It is a 
custom which the society for the pres- 
ervation of our picturesque ruins ought 
to take charge of and relegate to the 
Palmer collection in the Chamber of 
Commerce. This failure was compro- 
mised at 40 cents on the dollar. It would 
have been better for the grocery trade 
of Los Angeles if the creditors had 
pocketed their loss in a lump and sug- 
gested to the delinquent.merchant to 
try his hand at something else.“ 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


POWER FROM KERN RIVER. As 
mentioned in a special dispatch from 
Washington, published in yesterday’s 
Times, Congress has passed a bill grant- 
ing a right-of-way over forest reserva- 
tions for wires for the development of 
electricity by water power. This is a 
bill which was introduced at the in- 
stance of a Los Angeles company that 
has been formed for the purpose of 
bringing electric power from Kern 
River to Los Angeles. The bill as first 
introduced was so worded that it would 
have given this company a monopoly of 


companies the same right. The succ 

ful utilization of the power of Niagar 
in New York a distance of four times as 
great as from Kern River to Los Ange- 
les, shows that this project is entirely 
feasible and the carrying out of the en- 
terprise will now probably depend only 
on the raising of a sufficient amount of 
money to build the line.

SANTA MONICA.

Initial Meeting of the New Library 
Board. 

SANTA MONICA, May 6.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The discovery of the 
vertebrae of a huge elephant or masto- 
don in the yard of the Nevada State 
Prison near Carson City, as told in a 
special dispatch printed in today’s 
Times, awakens considerable interest in 
the other finds that have from time to 
time been made there. Justice T. H. 
Wells of this city was private secre- 
tary for several years under Govs. 
Blaisdel and Stevenson of Nevada, re- 
spectively, and as such he frequently 
had occasion to visit the State Prison. 
He saw a great many curious things 
unearthed near the spot where the 
bones of the large animal are reported 
to have been found. The prison is one 
and one-half miles from Carson, and is 
on what appears to be the shore of an 
ancient lake, the bed of which is now 
dry. The place is at an altitude of 
about 5000 feet. 

As one ascends from the bed of the 
lake the layer of sandstone formation, 
as shown by the work at the prison 
quarry, becomes thicker and thicker. 
The standsione is of a grayish-brown 
color. Under it and extending at a 
slight upward slope from the lake bed 
is a layer of what seems to be sedi- 
mentary formation of a gray color, but 
of a different shade from that of the 
sandstone. The tracks imbedded in 
this sub-stratum, which are thought to 
be of human origin, are singuler in 
form. The fact that they are about 
eighteen inches in length has aroused 
skepticism as to their being human 
footprints, but it is contended that 
when they were made the material 
where they were made was soft so that 
at each step the foot would displace 
the material not only where it rested, 
but also in front and behind. 

Justice Wells s that he has seen 
numerous bones that were taken from 
the place. One of these was a rib about 
six feet in length. It was, of course, 
flat, being about eight inches in width 
and perhaps four inches thick, Another 
of the bones discovered is by some peo- 
ple claimed to be the large bone of a 
human leg, but if it is, the human being 
whose it was must have been about 
twenty feet in height.
